OurPresqne Isle correspondent sends 


tbe following: William J. Wood, a resi- 
dent of this town, and well known In this 
sect Ion, while caribou hunting last Friday, 
became hopelessly lost, and when found 
tbe next day by his companions, was in a 
frozen, dying and unconscious condition. 
Help wss summoned as soon at possible 
from tbe nearest lumber camp, and he was 
brought out to this village where be died 
within fifteen minutes after his arrival. 


Tbe story of the unfortunate affair, as 


told by one of his companions, Is sub- 
stantially as follows: On Thursday last, 
Wood and a gentleman named Hicks, with 
HazenE. Huron as guide, started for 
Squaw Pan 1-alte, a few miles west of 
Presque Isle, bunting. They arrived at 
the lake some time Thursday, and tbe rest 
of the day they bunted together, stopping 
that night at an old lumber camp * here 
tbev were to make headquarters. 


Tbe next morning, Wood announced his 


intention of hunting alone that day, though 
earnestly advised not to do so by the guide. 
But he persisted in starting out alone, and 
thereupon be was git en a compass, <i 
lunch, plenty of matches, and also given 
specific Instructions what to do In cuse he 
lost his way.

trail. Not returning to camp Lbat nlgnt, 
his companions became much alarmed 
about him, and tbe next morning at dar- 
llght, they started on his trail. 


They followed bis tracks along the car- 


ibou trail nearly twelve miles, until they 
came to the point where he left the cari- 
bou trail, and found that he had plunged 
off Into tbe woods in an easterly direction 
towards some lumber camps several miles 
away. They continued to follow lilt path 
a distance of some six miles further, when 
they came upon the unfortunate man 
lying face down In the snow where he had 
fallen in bis traik*. He *ag badly frozen 
and unconscious. It was then tuou'clock 
In the afternoon. 


The nearest lumber camp was seven 


miles away. They built a fire, heated 
some water, and Mr. Hicks tried to revive 
the unconscious man, while Mr. Huson 
started for help. 
In abuut five hours, 


Hnson returned with a crew of lumber- 
men, and the unconscious man was taken 
out on a litter to Woodford Brow n'« camp. 
where a team was procured and he was 
brought to Presque Isle, as above stated, 
arriving about two o'clock Sunday morn- 
ing. Before a physician could be had. 
Wood had breathed hU last. 


Wood was about twenty-six years of 


age, and a man of excellent character and 
standing in the community. 
He was un- 


married, but leaves a brother aud sister in 
this town. 


It is the general opinion among woods- 


men here that Wood became "ruttled'1 
when he found himself so far aw»v j from 
camp, aod instead of building a firk and 
making himself comfortable until help 
came, as he apparently might easily hs^e 
done, he pushed along until he was totally 
overcome with exhnastlon and cold. 


This »ad affair is a most unfortunate 


close of the hunting season in this vK'inity.
